Judging by the attention he gets inside the Washington Beltway 
every time he talks about it, White House Chief of Staff Rahm 
Emanuel must be the odds-on favorite to replace Mayor Daley 

But back in Chicago, where Emanuel made his political bones, 
the former congressman and political insider’s sharp elbows and 
national cache aren’t much of a guarantee he will replace the man 
who remains firmly in control of Chicago. 

Just ask the Daleys. 

‘Absolutely not, and I don’t think anyone would say that,” said 
Cook County Commissioner John Daley when asked Tuesday if 
Emanuel would be the front-runner in a mayor’s race that didn’t 
involve his brother. ‘And I don’t think [Emanuel] would say that, 
knowing the electorate of Chicago.” 

A return home to run for mayor means Emanuel, who renewed 
his interest in the job on national TV Monday would have to address 
some longstanding political baggage. Questions abound about his 
quick stockpiling of wealth on Wall Street, help from a Daley pa- 
tronage army to win a seat in Congress and chats with disgraced ex- 
Gov Rod Blagojevich about filling a vacant U.S. Senate seat. 

Not that the top job at City Hall is even open. Indeed, longtime 


Daley loyalists and advisers said privately they would be shocked 
if the mayor didn’t run again in Eebruary Eriends of both men also 
said Emanuel’s desire to someday run for mayor in a clear field is 
nothing new to Daley 

Given that, Emanuel’s decision to pipe up about his interest in 
Daley’s chair on the Charlie Rose show— “one day I would like 
to run for mayor of the city of Chicago”— could partly be a way 
to spread his elbows and stake out a spot in a post-Daley pecking 
order. 

Just as Emanuel hasn’t talked in depth about some of his po- 
litical past, he did not respond to requests for comment Tuesday 
And as the Washington press corps awaits a major departure from 
President Obama’s inner circle, the White House on Tuesday 
ratcheted back speculation that the chief of staff was on the verge 
of departing for a 2011 mayoral campaign. 

“[Emanuel] was talking about a scenario where if Mayor Daley 
doesn’t run for re-election,” deputy White House press secretary 
Bill Burton told reporters aboard Air Eorce One, “But we all know 
that Mayor Daley is running for re-election. It’s something that 
many kids in Chicago dream of, growing up to be a mayor, so it’s 
one of the great jobs in American politics.”

Rod Blagojevich is calling federal prosecutors in- 
volved in his corruption case “cowards and liars” 
who are unfairly attacking his wife. 

The ousted governor made a brief appearance 
Tuesday outside his lawyers’ office to complain 
that prosecutors don’t want all the wiretapped 
conversations that led to his arrest played in 
court. 

He issued a personal challenge to U.S. Attorney 
Patrick Eitzgerald to come to court Wednesday 
to address why the government refuses Blagojev- 
ich’s request to allow all undercover tapes to be 
played in court. 

He also issued a strong defense of wife, Patri- 
cia, calling her “a devoted mother” and a profes- 
sional. 

‘All of the money she earned she worked for,” 
he said in reaction to a government filing last 
week that alleged some real-estate commissions 
were improperly steered to her. 

Speaking in a forceful tone, Blagojevich also 
said the government is covering up “the big lie” 
by Eitzgerald when he announced in December 
2008 that Blagojevich had been arrested to halt 
his alleged “crime spree.” 

Blagojevich said Eitzgerald should come to 
court Wednesday when his criminal case is up for 
a status. Blagojevich promised he would be there. 
“I hope you’re man enough to be there, too,” he 
said to Eitzgerald. 

Blagojevich said the government doesn’t want 
the undercover tapes played in their entirety be- 
cause they would show that Eitzgerald is lying. 

“The government is covering up the big lie 
that Mr. Eitzgerald gave to the world that he 
had me arrested December the ninth and he 
told the world that he heard tapes and he heard 
telephone conversations and had to arrest a sit- 
ting governor because he was ‘stopping a crime 
spree before it happened.’ That is a lie,” Blago- 
jevich said. 

‘And the reason they won’t play all those tapes 
is because they’re covering up that big lie that 
foreseeably led to a chain of events that stole a 
governor from the people of Illinois and undid 
the will of the people.”

Believing they had fixed malfunctioning rail- 
road gates and warning lights, Canadian Na- 
tional Railway workers let an Amtrak train 
pass through the intersection at full speed as 
a test, only to watch it barrel into a car on the 
tracks and kill the driver behind the wheel, 
according to sources involved in the accident 
probe. 

Investigators interviewed a CN worker who 
saw the line of vehicles converging on the Uni- 
versity Park crossing as the Chicago-bound 
train approached at 78 mph, then ran toward 
the SUV driven onto the tracks by Katie Lunn, 
a Chicago dance instructor. 

Desperately hoping to save her, the worker 
got to within about 30 feet of Lunn’s car when 
it was broadsided by the passenger train Friday 
night. 

“The CN crew came back specifically to 
test the crossing system with that northbound 
Amtrak train at about 9:30,” said a rail safety 
investigator who spoke with the CN techni- 
cian who tried to save Lunn, 26, who lived in 
Lincoln Park. 

The accident occurred at 9:35 p.m., accord- 
ing to police reports. 

The technician “was traumatized as much 
as someone can be traumatized that he didn’t 
get there in time, and that [Lunn] was so in- 
nocent,” said the investigator, who requested 
anonymity 

The account, confirmed by federal and state 


sources involved in the investigation, is the 
fullest yet of what unfolded at the crossing, 
where crews had been working to fix a glitch in 
the warning system. 

On Tuesday the Tribune reported that find- 
ings from the ongoing investigation indicate 
that the grade-crossing protection system at 
Stuenkel Road in the southern suburb was in- 


advertently turned off by track maintenance 
crews installing a nearby interlocking, which 
controls track switches and train movements 
at crossings and junctions. 

With no safety backstops in place, an un- 
intentional trap was set for some unfortunate 
driver, who happened to be Lunn, investigators 
found. 


Charges for woman 
whose son died in fire 

Almost two weeks after a 4-year-old boy died in a Joliet fire while 
trying to save his paralyzed mom, his mother was charged with child 
endangerment after allegedly leaving her son alone in their two-bed- 
room apartment. 

Tiana “Tina” Wallace’s only son, Omariya Dishman, died in the 
April 7 fire that started in their apartment at the Evergreen Terrace 
housing complex about 11:30 p.m. Neighbors said they heard the boy 
say “Tina’s still in here,” when they pounded on his door and begged 
him to unlock it. 

When a resident kicked down the apartment door, heavy smoke 
prevented them from entering. Another neighbor said she heard 
Omariya call out, “Mommy, Mommy” 

An autopsy said he died of smoke inhalation. 

Wallace’s friends reacted to the charges with disbelief 

“She shouldn’t be {charged}; her child was always with her,” said 
Dejarea Howard, who said she did not know where Wallace was that 
night. “I feel like that is uncalled for.” 

Wallace was shot in the back as a teen and is paralyzed from the 
waist down. Fire officials haven’t said how the blaze started.

Chick-fil-A is coming 

Chick-fil-A fans are a step closer to getting their chicken sandwich 
fix: The company has started construction on its first three Chicago- 
area restaurants, in Aurora, Orland Park and Wheaton. 

The Aurora location is slated to open Aug. 19, while the Orland 
Park restaurant is to open in September. The Wheaton spot is ex- 
pected to open in October. 

There are seven Chick-fil-A restaurants in the state, the closest 
Illinois locations being hours away from downtown Chicago in 
Bloomington and Urbana. The nearest restaurant, according to the 
online locator, is in Racine, Wis., about 90 minutes away 

Atlanta-based Chick-fil-A said it plans to open at least six restau- 
rants in the Chicago area. In all, the chain will open 78 restaurants 
this year. There are 1,428 locations in 38 states; sales last year reached 
$3.2 billion. 

“Our fans in Chicago ... have been loud and clear about their Chi- 
cago demands. They have started Web sites, Facebook and Twitter 
fan pages and posted TcbuTube videos as part of their campaigns 
pleading for us to open in Chicago,” said Dan Cathy president and 
chief operating officer of the chain. 


Weis unveils 
high-tech plan 
to fight violence 

Chicago police will use quickly 
culled gang intelligence, com- 
puter analysis and mobile strike 
teams to combat summer vio- 
lence, Superintendent Jody Weis 
said Tuesday. 

The plan, expected to kick 
off next week, will rely on ad- 
vanced computer analysis to 
pinpoint specific city blocks 
where violence is brewing. That 
information then would quickly 
be relayed to strategic response 
units-both at the detective area 
level and the citywide level-who 
would saturate the hot spots to 
quiet violence before it flares up, 
Weis said at police headquarters 
at 3510 S. Michigan Ave.

Three experts tell you 
how to get sipping

If you’re not going to WhiskyFest on Friday join the club. 

The annual gathering of whiskey aficionados sold out 
weeks ago and is pricey to boot. But thanks to a handful of 
bars edging onto the scene with hefty lineups of American 
whiskey your education is no farther than a barstool at a bar 
near you. 

We looked to the bartending brains behind three whiskey- 
centric spots for recommendations: Michael Rubel, spirits 
director at Big Star; Mike Ryan, head bartender at Sable 
Kitchen & Bar; and Jim McCann, longtime Delilah’s bar- 
tender and now bar director at Longman & Eagle. Find your 
level of whiskey experience below, follow their suggestions 
and you’ll be on your way to becoming a whiskey fan come 
WhiskyFest 2011.

A (very) basic breakdown 
of some American whiskey 
types: 

Bourbon: Made of at least 
51 percent corn, stored for 
at least two years in charred 
oak barrels. Named for 
Bourbon County, Ky. 

See Jim Beam. 

Rye whiskey: Made from 
at least 51 percent rye. See 
Templeton Rye. Also, Wheat 
whiskey is made from 51 per- 
cent wheat while corn whis- 
key’s made from at least 
80 percent corn. 

Tennessee whiskey: 

Bourbon that’s been drained 
through sugar maple char- 
coal after distilling but before 
aging. See Jack Daniel’s.

This 90-proof bourbon has just enough sweetness 
and complexity for beginners.

W.L Weller 12-Year 

This wheat whiskey has depth without 
getting too complex, Ryan says. “It’s a 
great whiskey to start with when you 
don’t know what you’re doing,’’ he says.

Maker’s Mark 

McCann considers this an important 
reference point before moving on to 
other whiskeys. “You need to know 
the basics, what’s most common,’’ he

7110); $11 for two ounces at Sable.

This 100-proof bourbon is a step stronger than the novice

Old Heaven Hill 
Bottled in Bond 

Hard to find outside of Kentucky, 
this bourbon “will not burn,’’ 
Rubel says, even though it’s 
100 proof. “It has enough spice 
to keep the warm caramel tones 
in line.” $5 for two ounces at Big 
Star. 


Cabin Still 

“A connoisseur might turn its 
nose up at it because, to be 
honest, what’s going on in 
the glass isn’t all that special,” 
McCann says. “But it’s unique 
enough that it’s something you 
should try.” $3 for 1.25 ounces 
at Longman & Eagle. 


You bust out whiskey lingo like the big shots and consider 
yourself fairly well-versed. 

Wild T urkey Rare Breed 

A blend of 6-, 8- and 12-year-old whiskeys, it’s uncut with water, 
meaning it’s the same strength (108 proof) that comes out of 
the barrel. “There’s more spice than you get from any other 
brand,” Rubel says. $8 for two ounces at Big Star; $11 for 
two ounces at Sable. 

A.H.Hirsch 

This16-year-old bourbon 
was made at Michter’s 
Distillery in Pennsylvania, the 
oldest licensed distillery in 
the country before closing in 
1980. “You’re buying the op- 
portunity to taste something 
that’s very rare, not only in its 
age but also in its quantity,” 

McCann says. $20 for

Geronimo! lives the

There’s no doubt that Bucktown-based rock 
trio Geronimo! has a sense of humor. On mul- 
tiple occasions they’ve tried out the mischief 
seen on the FX series “It’s Always Sunny in 
Philadelphia,” such as filling pop cans with 
wine and eating burritos hands-free from their 
pockets. The group also named one of its EPs

Vocalist/keyboardist Ben Grigg, 26, 
checked in to talk about his own fuzzy dreams 
and what the band’s newly adopted kitten says 
about its image.

“Design Yourself a Heart.” How many of 
those have you tried out?

Maybe in proportion to how tall it was versus 
my height, it’s the largest thing I’ve jumped 
off of ’Cause it was probably 10 feet, and I 
was maybe 4 feet tall.

$1.3 million buys local company 
Theater Wit a brand-new 
home In Lakevlew

It’s been a long time coming, but Jeremy 
Wechsler’s dream of finding his itinerant 
theater company a permanent home has 
come true. On Thurs- 
day, Theater Wit, which 
Wechsler (left) helped 
start in 2003, stages a com- 
edy in its very own theater at 
1229 W Belmont Ave., formerly op- 
erated for a dozen years by Bailiwick Rep- 
ertory Theater. Three resident companies 
also will produce plays here: Bohemian 
Theatre Ensemble, Shattered Globe and Stage Left. 

First on stage is local playwright Penny Penniston’s new 
comedy “Spin,” which follows the story of an ad exec who los- 
es his job and wife before resorting to the proverbial Plan B. 
In the comedy life spins out of control. On Belmont Avenue, 
things seem to be faring better, despite a recent permit set- 
back. To celebrate the opening of the new show. Theater Wit 
artistic director Wechsler, also the director of “Spin,” decided 
to do something rare: give away free tickets for the first two 
weeks. We checked in with the 40 -year old to see how things 
were going.

{Laughs} Almost all of the money went into the performance 
spaces. There’d been this weird side effect of the housing 
boom in the mid-’90s through 2005, where every 99 -seat the- 
ater in the city got condo’d out of existence. When the 1229 
property became available— we’d been renting space from the 
landlord for rehearsals— we said, ‘Absolutely Sign us up.” 

Sounds like a nice transition. 

It really was. I’m really excited to have it finally open again. 
It’s been such a fixture on the Chicago scene for so long, it 
would be tragic if it had turned into an American Apparel.

When Nicole Campbell agreed to pose in the buff for a 
photographer friend, she was in for quite the surprise when 
she got the prints back. 

Campbell, 23, immediately recoiled at the photos, which 
depicted what she called her “grandma booty,” fraught with 
unsightly bulges and cellulite. A freelance photographer 
herself, being on the other side of the camera was all the 
motivation she needed to kick her workout regimen into 
high gear, with a prominent focus on her derriere. 


“I do squats, I run, and I do basically any weight machine 
that I can do to work that whole area,” said Campbell, who 
lives in Lakeview “It’s only been a couple weeks, but now I 
notice it’s actually lifted and looks more like an ass instead 
of a giant blob.” 

Campbell’s rear-view workout plan comes just in time for 
swimsuit season and sunny weather, when many are looking 
to kick into high gear their beach-body regimens.

The much-ballyhooed 
regimen of squats and 
lunges typically recom- 
mended to tone up your 
tush won’t amount to 
much without cardiovas- 
cular exercises. Getting 
your heart pumping is 
an ideal way to define 
derriere muscles while 
firming up hamstrings 
as well, to develop pro- 
portionate muscles that 
don’t look big and bulky 


> step away from

Athletic shoes like Reebok Easy Tones boast 
a bum-blasting workout with every wear due 
to a higher level of muscle engagement, but 
Walker says the science is bunk. You’d be 
better off going for a walk on uneven 
terrain, such as hills, stairs and other 
inclines, which offer the 
variety needed to keep 
your gluteal muscles 
working hard. 


Lo Power up on protein 

The best food to get your butt looking bootylicious is protein, protein, pro- 
tein-up your lean chicken, grilled fish and egg whites while minimizing white 
carbs such as rice and potatoes. Walker said eating five to six small, protein- 
rich meals per day will give your overall metabolism a boost and help you shed 
inches in your backside.

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I — o Shake it like a celebrity 

If you want a butt like your favorite 
Hollywood starlet, you’ve got to shake 
your butt like one.

Once 
you’re able to hold for five seconds, work 
your way up to 10 seconds, and then 20.

Cellulite comes from 
your genetics, so save your cash for a gym 
membership and the lean proteins you’ll 
pile in your grocery cart. 

© Sitting too much can cause injury: 

Excessive sitting puts pressure on 
your lower back and hamstrings because 
your butt is underutilized and the muscles 
within start to shrivel, leaving it to the near- 
by muscles to pick up the slack.

If your clothes fit this category offer them a 
second incarnation by: 

Reselling them: Buffalo Exchange, ebay.com 
Swapping clothes at a Meetup: Organize 
your own event or go to an existing one 
(clothesswap.meetup.com). 

Giving them away online: If people want 
your clothes, they e-mail you (freecycle.org). 
Giving them to charity.

‘All Days Are Nights: Songs for Lulu’ 

Rufus Wainwright 

On ‘All Days Are Nights: Songs for Lulu,” Rufus Wainwright strips 
away the lush, piano-pop construction of his previous albums un- 
til all that’s left is his gorgeous voice, emotional piano playing and 
grief. 

The death in January of Wainwright’s mother, Kate McGarrigle, 
influences much of the album, either explicitly— as in “Martha,” which chronicles a phone 
call with his sister, the singer-songwriter Martha Wainwright— or in tone, as in “Zebulon,” 
about the drowning death of a classmate. 

Though at times Wainwright’s pain is almost palpable, he succeeds in turning it into 
something more universal. “So Sad with What I Have” is downbeat but also stunningly 
pretty, adding a fresh coat of pain to the yearning of Elvis Costello’s ‘Almost Blue.” With 
“The Dream,” he adorns the album’s poppiest melody with classical finery, celebrating the 
mixed emotions of having a loved one’s suffering end when they die, while still missing 
them. “I am left behind,” Wainwright sings, with a touch of anger, “corrupted, crushed 
and blind.” 

The playful “Give Me What I Want and Give It to Me Now” and the tender “What 
Would I Ever Do With a Rose?” do lighten the mood a bit on ‘All Days Are Nights.” How- 
ever, when a songwriter as skilled as Wainwright is struck by an inspiration so strong, it

Organic? Some vineyards 
more worried about survival

Now the goal may be something a little less 
ambitious. It’s called sustainability 

“We’re not organic and we’re not biody- 
namic, and I’m proud to say it,” says Chris 
Millard, winemaker at Newton Vineyard. 
“We’re sustainable. And by sustainable, I 
mean we will still be in business at the end of 
the day” 

Organic means knocking down weeds be- 
tween rows of vines using a dozen men for lo o 


hours. Sustainable means they do it with one 
man with a chemical spray rig on an all-terrain 
vehicle. Organic means using manure and 
compost as fertilizer; it’s twice as expensive as 
chemical nitrogen, Millard says. 

“We’re close to organic,” he says. “But at 
the end of the day going organic can run your 
vineyard right into the ground.” 

Millard stresses that Newton Vineyard uses 
its setting to full advantage in achieving the 
most natural grape-growing methods pos- 
sible. It’s situated on Spring Mountain, in the 
Mayacamas range that separates Napa and 
Sonoma valleys. 

If wine fans notice a fine haze in some New- 
ton wines, it’s because they are unfiltered. Any 
newly made wine is naturally a bit cloudy from 
bits of grape skins and leftover yeast. Newton 
clears its wines almost entirely by gravity let- 
ting the solids settle to the barrel’s bottom 
and pouring off the clear wine above. 

Says Millard: “Filtering takes away part of 
the flavor.”
